Biographies 


Doreen Rao holds the University of 
Toronto Elmer Iseler Chair in Conducting. 
As Director of Choral Programs, she 
junded the Faculty of Music’s new Centre 
for Advanced Studies in Choral Music. The 
Centre hosts the Elmer Iseler Singers, a 
professional choir-in-residence, and the 
University of Toronto Bach Festival with 
Helmuth Rilling, a biennial event established 
in cooperation with the International 
Bachakademie in Stuttgart. Doreen Rao 
conducts the University of Toronto 
MacMillan Singers and Chamber Choir, 
ensembles that collaborate regularly with the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra and a roster of 
internationally recognized conductors and 
composers. She teaches the University’s 
graduate program in conducting and 
graduate research and philosophy courses 
related to music performance in education.

Rao’s distinguished career as 
conductor and master teacher links the 
standards of professional performance with 
the goals of music education. Celebrated for 
her spirited and moving concerts, Rao’s 
commitment to choral music education is 
recognized in her innovative programming 
and teaching initiatives, her worldwide 
appearances and her award winning Choral 
Music Experience publications with Boosey 
& Hawkes. 

Recognized as one of the world’s 
leading experts on children and youth choirs, 
Doreen Rao founded and chaired the ACDA 
National Committee for Children’s Choirs, 
pioneering work that inspired the children’s 
choir movement in America. In a national 
tribute presented to her by the American 
Choral Directors Association, eminent 
American conductor Robert Shaw 



















proclaimed, “the world of choral music owes 
her special thanks. She is preparing our 
future.” 

During Rao’s long association with the 
Chicago Symphony Chorus, she served as 
assistant conductor to her mentor Margaret 
Hillis and prepared choruses for concerts 
and Grammy award-winning recordings 
with Sir Georg Solti, Claudio Abbado, and 
James Levine. Her choirs also performed on 
numerous occasions with Leonard Slatkin 
and the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, and 
with Helmuth Rilling at the Oregon Bach 
Festival. 

Ina pioneering career of “firsts”, Rao 
conducts honor choirs, all-state choirs and 
festival choirs for numerous national and 
international conferences, associations and 
performance organizations around the world. 
Most recently she enjoyed conducting the 
inspired young Texas All-State Chorus with 
Orchestra for the Texas Music Educators 


Founded by Doreen Rao in 1994, the 
University of Toronto MacMillan Singers 
were named to celebrate the legacy of Sir 
Ernest MacMillan, an inspired performer 
and devoted teacher who influenced every 
aspect of Canada’s musical life. 
Representing the Faculty of Music, the 
young ensemble has performed and recorded 
a wide range of culturally diverse and 
distinctive repertoire with a demonstrated 
commitment to 20th century choral music. 
The choir comprises undergraduate music 
students preparing for careers in vocal 
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Association, Canadian journalist Bronwyn 
Drainie described Doreen Rao as a brilliant 
artist and teacher “‘whose methods and 
materials could re-energize the art of choral 
singing.” The Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia 
awarded her with their National Citation fo 
her significant and lasting contribution to the 
cause of American music. She has been 
honored by the American Choral Director’s 
Association for her commitment to choral 
excellence. A CBS television documentary 
called her musical achievements 
“extraordinary.” 

Doreen Rao is the Founding Director 
of the CME Institute for Choral Teacher 
Education, an internationally acclaimed 
professional development program for 
conductors, composers, choirs and teachers. 
She is the Artistic Director and Conductor of 
the New Millennium Festival Concerts, an 
innovative peacemaking initiative with 
concert series in New York, Toronto and 
London. 


performance, music education, and 
composition. Following a triumphant 
performance of Mozart’s Coronation Mass 
at Lincoln Center, the Toronto Star praised 
the choir’s concert as “an exhilarating 
sequence of choral and instrumental music”, 
noting, “the response to their well- 
disciplined and full-hearted performance was 
overwhelming.” The Singers have appeared 
in choral workshops, concert, and 
masterclasses in Canada and the United 
States. 















Jean Ashworth Bartle has been widely 
recognized locally, nationally, and 
internationally for her outstanding 
‘ontributions to music education, having 
received the Order of Canada, the Order of 
Ontario, the Queen’s Golden Jubilee Medal, 
and an Ontario Music Educators’ 
Association Honorary Life Membership. A 
graduate of the University of Toronto, she 
has had a distinguished career as a music 
educator with the Toronto Board of 
Education and as Founder and Music 
Director of the Toronto Children’s Chorus 
which is celebrating its 25" anniverary this 
season. She has travelled widely, sharing her 
expertise with choirs, conductors and 
teachers. She is an enthusiastic supporter of 
Canadian music, consistently including 
Canadian music on TCC concert programs 
and recordings, giving the young choristers 
first-hand experience with their national

cultural heritage, and introducing audiences 
world-wide to a variety of Canadian 
compositions, many of them commissioned 
by and for the TCC. Many Canadian pieces 
for treble choir have been published in the 
acclaimed Toronto Children’s Chorus Series 
(G. V. Thompson/Warner), She has made a 
remarkable contribution to the development 
of young musicians and choral conductors 
through her work as an educator and author. 
Her most recent book is Sound Advice: 
Becoming a Better Children’s Choir 
Condctor (Oxford University Press, 2003). 
Graduates of TCC have been among our 
finest students in all programs at the Faculty 
of Music, and our students and alumni have 
benefitted greatly from Jean’s outstanding 
work in mentoring and training choral 
conductors. She is a worthy recipient of the 
2004 Music Education Distinguished 
Service Award.
